He lives in Fallston. Mr. Rigby has 
made the Keswick factory a success, 
being thoroughly acquainted with the 
trade, as well as the practical workings 
of such an enterprise. 
“The price paid for the plant was 
about $4,500. 
J. H. Cooper purchased 
it from Frank Musser, of Beaver Falls, 
some years ago, and engaged in the

Union Potteries company, writes to 
the News Review as follows concern­ 
ing the new schedule proposed by his 
company: 
"F irst—I deny that we changed the 
wage rates adopted by the Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters, and state 
that the same rem ain intact so far as 
we are concerned, to this day. 
Our 
J company did offer a bonus for extraor­ 
dinary work, hut did so with the un­ 
derstanding that it was not to inter­ 
fere in any way with any agreem ent 
that any man in our employ had with 
the Brotherhood or the m anufacturers, 
or any one else. 
"Second—I never m et Mr. Hughes, 
and, therefore, when he reports my 
motives he does so entirely upon as­ 
sumption. 
“Third—The offering of the bonus 
is not ti part of any schemes of any 
sort. 
I am now opposed and I have 
always been opposed to a combination 
of m anufacturing 
potters. 
I 
admit 
having had some dealings with certain 
m anufacturers for the benefit and on 
account of others, hut none on my 
own account. I have always said that 
would not join such a consolidation 
or trust, and will not. 
I did not at­ 
tend the m eeting of tho m anufacturers 
in Pittsburg, declining to do so when 
was invited. I said that I did not 
want to have 
anything to do with 
them. I do not believe in price agree­ 
ments, and said so at the time. They 
are not only wrong in principle, but 
they are illegal. 
I deny the allega­ 
tions th at I presented a plan for a 
bombination or trust to the manufac­ 
turers when they m et in Pittsburg 
recently. 
I had no plans then; I have 
none now. Mr. F. W. Fowler, our vice 
president, is in sympathy 
with 
the 
m anufacturers, and has, from tim e to 
time, presented their views to me; al­ 
so some schemes of consolidation, to 
all of which I have replied that I did 
not w ant to have anything to do with 
them ; that if any combination does go 
through they m ust provide funds for 
the purchase of my stock. The last 
time a proposition was presented to 
me. I said that I would not take their 
plants into the Union Potteries com­ 
pany if they were given to me for 
nothing; and I will not. 
I can build 
hotter ones. 
“Fourth—One of the 
main 
argu­ 
ments that such m anufacturers as I 
have m et have presented to me is that 
labor is hard to handle ami that they 
believe that by a consolidation of the 
m anufacturers they would make prog­ 
ress in this respect at will. This looks 
feasible and especially so In the light 
of w hat has happened In other com­ 
binations and what is happening now 
by a conspiracy between the manu­ 
facturers and the labor organizations, 
as reported in your paper. 
“Fifth—I do not want any one to 
understand me to say that there would 
not i»e great 
profits to the manufac­ 
turers by selling out at this tim e to a 
combination, because I do not know 
if any one in the steel or glass busi­ 
ness, or other enterprise, who merged 
his or their business with a general 
combination, who did not get from 
two to five tim es what his plant was 
worth, and It is fair to assume that 
the pottery m anufacturers can do as 
well, perhaps better. 
Sixth—I do not 
know 
anything 
about labor organizations, what their 
plans are or what benefits accrue to 
men belonging to them, because 
I 
know’ nothing of their inner workings, 
never having belonged to one of them. 
In a general sense, however, I 
say th at I believe in them, 
as they are properly conducted and 
the 'gentlemen at the head of 
them 
look into m atters carefully, consider­

Archer, of Belmont, is preparing to 


dump a large grist of bills into the 


legislative hopper. In a few days he 
will introduce five hills m aking radi­ 
cal amendments to the gam e 
laws. 
One bdl "iii regulate 
the 
seasons, 
making them som ew h at 
sim ilar 
to 
those provided for under the old laws 
which "ere repealed two years ago. 
Another will provide for a license of 
$23 for non-resident hunters and the 
imposition of a gun tax of $1 on resi­ 
dent', landowners being exem pt from 
this tax. New restrictions 
are 
also 
placed on fishing in the w aters of 
Lake Erie. 
The state fish and gam e 
commission hired an expert to draft 
these hills and it is thought they will 
meet with general satisfaction. 
The 
present game laws are very defective 
and much in need of revision. 


The senator has another hill which 
will attract great attention. 
It is one 
establishing a board of exam iners to 
regulate the occupation of a barber 
and to prevent the spreading of conta­ 
gious discases. 
The? hoard is to con­ 
sist of three members, who will be 
appointed by tho governor and who 
will be required to give bond in the 
sum of $5,000. 
Each m em ber will he 
allowed $5 per diem fer expenses. One 
member will he appointed upon rec­ 
ommendation of

employing 
barbers, another will

All m em bers were present, 
hut before th e m eeting was called to 
order a caucus was held in the office 
of Supt. Rayman. 
Not 
until 
8:45 
was the real session called to order, 
and it lasted for alm ost an hour— 
quite a record for th e present board, 
Two new teachers were elected, but 
both have been teaching In the dif­ 
ferent schools for some time. 
They 
were Miss Mary Andrews, now teach­ 
ing in room 7. in the central building 
in the fourth and fifth 
grades, 
and 
Miss Nellie Simms, who has charge 
of the G ardendale school .

month. 
The report of Supt. Raym an

Denies the Offer of a Bonus Is 
Part of a Plan to Force 
a Trust. 


CAN 
BUILD

PLANTS 


And Would Not Take As a Gift 
Those Which Othors Have 
to Dispose Of.

Th# Offer of the Union, He Says, Was 
W ith the Understanding That 
It

F. A. Peddler, who was installed 
as secretary of the new lodge, was in 
the city yesterday conferring with of­ 
ficials of the local lodge of th a t order 
relative to the work of the order. 


A. M. Moreland, president of 
the 


Union Potteries company, writes to 


the News Review as follows concern­ 


ing the new schedule proposed by his 
com pany; 
“ F irst—I deny that we changed the 
wage rates adopted by the Brother­ 
hood of Operative Potters, and state 
that the sam e remain intact so far as 
we are concerned, to this day. 
Our 
company did offer a bonus for extraor­ 
dinary work, but did so with the un­ 
derstanding th at it was not to inter­ 
fere in any way with any agreem ent 
that any man in our employ had with 
the Brotherhood or the m anufacturers, 
or any one else. 
“Second—I never m et Mr. Hughes, 
and, therefore, when he reports my 
motives ho does so entirely upon as­ 
sumption. 
“Third—The offering of the bonus 
is not a part of any schem es of 
any 
sort. 
I am now opposed and I have 
always been opposed to a combination 
of m anufacturing 
potters. 
I 
adm it 
having had some dealings with certain 
m anufacturers for the benefit and tm 
account of others, but none on my 
own account. I have always said th at 
I would not join such a consolidation 
or trust, and will not. 
I did not a t­ 
tend the m eeting of th** m anufacturers 
in Pittsburg, declining to do so when 
I was invited. 
I said that I did not 
w ant to have 
anything to do with 
them. 
I do not believe in price agree­ 
ments, and said so a t the time. They 
are not only wrong in principle, but 
they are Illegal. 
I deny th e allega­ 
tions th at I presented a plan for a 
combination or trust to the m anufac­ 
turers when they m et in 
Pittsburg 
recently. 
I had no plans then; I have 
none now. Mr. F. W. Fowler, our vice 
president, is in sym pathy 
with 
the 
m anufacturers, and has, from tim e to 
time, presented their views to me; al­ 
so some schemes of consolidation, to 
all of which I have replied th a t I did 
not w ant to have anything to do with 
them ; th a t if any combination does go 
through they m ust provide funds for 
the purchase of my stock. The last 
time a proposition was presented to 
me, I said th a t I would not take their 
plants into the Union Potteries com­ 
pany if they were given to me for 
nothing; and I will not. 
I can build 
better ones. 
“Fourth—One of the 
main 
argu­ 
ments th a t such m anufacturers as I 
have m et have presented to mo Is that 
labor Is hard to handle and that they 
believe th at by a consolidation of the 
m anufacturers they would make prog­ 
ress in this respect at will. This looks 
feasible and especially so In the light 
of w hat has happened in other com­ 
binations and w hat is happening now 
by a conspiracy between the m anu­ 
facturers and tho labor organizations, 
as reported in your paper. 
“Fifth—I do not want any one to 
understand me to say that there would 
not be great, 
profits to the m anufac­ 
turers by selling out at this tim e to a 
combination, because I do not know 
if any one in the steel or glass busi­ 
ness. or other enterprise, who merged 
his or their business with a general 
combination, who did not get from 
two to five tim es w hat his plant was 
worth, and It Is fair to assume that 
the pottery m anufacturers can do as 
well, perhaps better. 
“Sixth—I do not 
know 
anything 
about labor organizations, what their 
plans are or w hat benefits accrue to 
m en belonging to them, because 
I 
know nothing of their inner workings, 
never having belonged to one of them. 
fn a general sense, however, I will 
say th a t I believe in them, so long 
as they are properly conducted and 
the ‘gentlemen at the head of 
them 
look into m atters carefully, consider­ 
ately and justly before they arrive at

Tne meeting last evening was the 
first held since the evening of Novem ­ 
ber 25. 
All m em bers were present, 
but before the m eeting was called to 
order a caucus was held in the office 
of Supt. Bayman. 
Not 
until 
8:45 
was the real session culled to order, 
and it lasted for alm ost an hour— 
quite a record for the present board. 
Two new teachers were elected, but 
both have been teaching in the dif­ 
ferent schools for some time. 
They 
were Miss Mary Andrews, now teach­ 
ing in room 7, in the central building 
in the fourth and fifth 
grades, 
and 
Miss Nellie Simms, who has charge 
of the Gardendale school . Tin* salar­

“Japan wax,” as it is called, is ob 
tnined from a tree. Rims succedanea I 
which Is found in Japan, China and 
throughout the E ast Indies in general 
In tho Japanese language it is callet 
haje or haze. 
The tree commences tc 
bear fru it when live or six years old 
and increases its product every yeai 
till a t the age of fifty years a single 
tree will produce 350 to 400 pounds ot 
berries, from which seventy to eight J 
pounds o f wax can be obtained. 
Tile wax is formed in the middle oi 
the berry, between tile skin aud- the 
seed. like the pulp of a grape. 
It it 
extracted by boiling the berries in wa 
ter and allowing it to cool, when tb« 
wax separates from tile skin and seed. 
sinking to the bottom of the vessel in 
a solid cake. 
The specific gravity ot 
this wax is .970 and its melting point 
131 degrees F. 
It is largely used, el 
ther alone or mixed with tallow, by 
the Chinese in the m anufacture oi 
candles. 
This tree should not be confounded 
with Hie “tallow tree” of China, which 
bas a pith of solid tallow in all trees 
th at have fully matured.
